Navajos Have One Good Custom

DENVER, June 30— J*—Having 
trouble with your mother-in-law 
Joe? 
Then take a tip from the N av­ 
ajo: Put a 
silver bell on her 
Then you’ll hear her com ing—and 
you can get out of her way 
The N avajos started this pecul­ 
iar custom hundreds of years ago 
because of a supersitition that if 
a son-in-law 
and mother-in-law 
m eet face to face unexpectedly 
both would go blind 
They had another rather unus­ 
ual solution to this old family 
problem. If a 
young 
I n d i a n 
brave knew a widow with an at 
tractive daughter, he would first 
m arry the widow, 
t h e n 
t h e 
daughter—and thus avoid having 
any mother-in-law trouble at all. 
All he had to deal with was two 
w ives. Sim ple? 
The N avajos, long impoverish­ 
ed on a vast, arid 16 million-acre 
reservation em bracing parts of 
four w esternt states, are A m eri­ 
ca's largest Indian tribe. And in­ 
stead of dying out they are in­ 
creasing. 
They still w eave rugs and cast 
silver jew elry for the t o u r i s t 
trade. 
But 
they 
have 
a 
new 
source of incom e today— mining 
uranium for the palefaces atom 
bombs. 
The Navajos are held in high 
regard out here, and anthropolo­ 
gists think the white man well 
might adopt som e aspects of their 
culture. They are a pretty well­ 
adjusted people, and some feel 
that this is a result of their up 
bringing. Insanity is very rare 
among them. It is also said that 
no full-blooded N avajo stu tters- 
an affliction which psychiatrists 
think arises from childhood in 


security 
The Indians make the world's 
best parents,” 
one 
m an 
said 
They neither pam per nor pun 
ish their children They let them 
learn for themselves, and as a 
result an Indian boy is self-rel* 
ant at the age of IO.” 


If a child must be punished, he 
isn’t whipped. One of his oar

The Navajos 
are 
among

cleanest of primitive peoples anc 
love to take sweat baths followed 
by a plunge into cold w ater

w ater is scarce, they roll naked 
in snow or dry sand. Long be 
fore the 
virtues of chlorophyll 
were extolled over radio and tele­ 
vision. these Indians had a way 
of removing body 
odors 
They 
simply rubbed themselves under 
the arm s with hot porous rocks 
provided by n ature’s free drug 
store. 
But although they are Spartan 
beyond belief, they are more doc 
tor-minded than the hypochondri­ 
ac m atrons who dwell on P ark 
Avenue in New York. 
Some authorities e s t i m a t e 
about one out of every IO Navajo 
m an is either a. medicine man 
or studying to be one: One reason 
is that medicine men get high 
fees and their fees are always 
paid. The other reason is that 
Navajos, while fearless of death, 
arc greatly afraid of illness. They 
are also afraid of dead people, 
and will abandon their home if a 
m em ber of the family dies in it 
Cancer and diabetes are rare 
among them . T u b e r c u l o s i s is

The brain surgeon then 
has the pioblem of replacing this 
necessary tissue over the brain 


Most Cause Adhesions 
Many 
substances 
have 
been 
used including metals and pieces 
of animal m em brane. Most of 
these substances cause adhesions 
and scar tissue to form around 
the brain, which can later lead 
to severe complications —head 
aches, convulsions, and discom 
fort throughout the head 
Recently, a fairly inexpensive 
Navajos are so tough 
bodied J substance, sim ilar to gelatin, has 
they formerly caught 
e a g l e s 
barehanded and captured deer by 
running them down on foot in re 
lays. But if a rattlesnake crawls 
into their home, rath er than kill 
him they will gently 
shoo him 
out, explaining carefully that he 
really doesn’t live there. They 
believe 
in

policy. 


These Indians 
are 
noted 
for 
their 
domestic 
harm ony a n d 
have few m arried quarrels Their 
home is a one-room, dirt-floored 
dwelling called a hogan, made of 
logs covered with dirt. The squaw 
is boss indoors, and she keeps it 
neat. 
The Navajos don t go in for 
divorce as a hobby, but a wife is 
just as free to get one as her 
husband. Her method is to take 
her husband’s saddle and other 
belongings and put them outside 
the hogan. If a husband wants a 
divorce, he just saddles up and 
rides away 
You can gather from this that 
lawyers don’t do too well among 
the Navajos. The odd 
thing 
is 
that—with no 
laws 
to 
confuse 
them —most Navajos m arry and 
live happily together ever after 
in their hogan-sweet-hogan on the 
range.

Many of the other substances 
which have been used to replace 
the dura have been very expen 
sive, and had the added disad­ 
vantage that they could not be 
kept in good condition for a long 
time 
The new substance, how 
ever, is cheap and gives us no 
important .storage problems. 
It seems likely that brain su r­ 
geons will find this method a 
great boon in their fight against 
head injuries.

Controversy Swirls 
Over Jose Laurel 


By FRANK I, WHITE 
MANILA —Uh—Jose P. Laurel, 
probably the most controversial po 
litical figure in the Philippines, is 
being urged by friends to campaign 
for the presidency again in 1953 
He made an unsuccessful bid 
against President Elpido Quirino in 
1949, as head of the opposition 
Nacionalista Party, but asserted he 
was beaten by fraudulent votes 
Last fall, Laurel was elected to 
the Senate by the largest majority 
ever given a candidate for any of 
fice in the island republic On his 
61st birthday recently he said his 
future plans depend on his party 
Among those urging Laurel to 
try again for president is Senate 
President Quintin Paredes of the 
cominant Liberal Party. Paredes 
was elected head of the senate 
when a Nacionalista senator, Fel- 
isberto Verano, crossed party lines 
to break a 12-12 deadlock which 
had prevented organization of the 
senate for 35 days

A STORM of controversy swirled 
around Laurel since the U. S. lib­ 
erated the islands from the Jap 
anese in 1945, 
Laurel had remained behind—as 
chief justice of the supreme court 
—when 
the 
late 
commonwealth 
president Manuel Quezon and Vice 
President Sergio Osmena fled from 
Corregidor with General MacArth 
ur in 1942. 
Laurel said Quezon had asked 
him to stay “ and to what you can 
for the Filipino p eo p leD u rin g 
the occupation, the invaders set 
up a puppet government and placed 
Laurel at its head. 
In the meantime Quezon died in 
the United States. 
Aftyr MacArthur’* 
forces

turned to the Philippines Laurel 
went to Japan. He was charged 
with treason after Japan's stir 
render and brought back to Manila. 
However, in February, 1948, con 
gressional approval of amnesty for 
more than 1,000 Filipinos freed 
him of the charges. A month later 
he announced his candidacy for 
president.

as many votes as did Recto and j 
that the 500,000-vote margin iven 
Quirino over Laurel and an inde­ 
pendent candidate, Jose Avelino, 
would be wiped out by a recount. 
However, Philippines law makes j 
no provision for a contest of the 
official vote for a president and 
vice president. 
Laurel is represented as believ 
ing that the collaboration issue, 
which Quirino raised against him 
In 1949, has died out completely.
